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YALE   UNIVERSITY  LIBRARY 
Report  of  James  T.  Babb,  University  Librarian. 
To  the  President  and  Fellows  of  Yale  University: 

PRESIDENT  Griswold  announced,  to  the  reunion  alumni  on 
June  17  that  the  Beinecke  family  is  presenting  to  Yale  a 
magnificent  building  to  house  our  rare  book  and  manu- 
script collections.  The  building  will  be  erected  at  the  corner  of 
Wall  and  High  Streets,  across  from  the  present  Rare  Book  Room 
comer  of  the  Sterling  Memorial  Library,  and  will  be  connected 
with  the  central  Hbrary  by  a  tunnel. 

This  is  the  culmination  of  years  of  discussion,  hopes,  and  plans, 
originating  first  in  the  mind  of  Edwin  J.  Beinecke,  '07,  en- 
couraged by  liis  brother,  Frederick  W.  Beinecke,  '09  S.,  and  now 
completely  supported  by  aU  the  other  members  of  the  immediate 
family:  Mrs.  Walter  Beinecke;  Walter  Beinecke,  Jr.;  his  sister, 
Mrs.  Carl  Shirley;  the  sons  of  Frederick  W.  Beinecke,  WiUiam 
S.  Beinecke,  '36,  and  Richard  Beinecke;  Edwin  J.  Beinecke,  Jr., 
and  his  sister,  Mrs.  John  N.  Robinson.  As  the  plans  are  developed 
we  will  take  great  pleasure  in  presenting  them  to  our  loyal  hbrary 
friends,  the  alumni,  and  the  entire  scholarly  world.  Yale  will 
have  the  finest  possible  building  for  the  care  and  servicing  of  the 
world's  heritage,  and  an  ideal  environment  in  which  the  future 
scholar  may  study  and  profit  from  these  riches. 

During  the  last  four  years,  with  the  full  cooperation  of  the 
college  masters,  a  concerted  effort  has  been  made  to  improve  and 
change  the  character  of  the  individual  college  libraries  and  to 
make  them  more  useful  to  the  undergraduate  in  his  course  work. 
Accessions  to  these  Hbraries  have  increased  from  471  volumes  in 
1955-56  to  3,215  in  1959-60.  For  the  most  part  the  books  have 
been  chosen  carefully,  with  utihty  as  the  prime  criterion.  At  the 
same  time  the  collections  have  been  drastically  weeded.  Reserve 
books  for  course  assignments  have  been  placed  in  each  college 
library,  the  number  of  each  title  based  on  the  number  of  students 
in  a  college  taking  a  specific  course.  In  1955-56  there  were  less 
than  thirty  courses  so  represented;  in  1959-60  there  were  sixty. 
Volumes  on  reserve  in  the  college  libraries  increased  in  the  same 
period  from  3,000  to  12,300.  As  a  result,  the  college  hbraries  are 
receiving  much  heavier  use  both  as  to  books  and  a  place  to  study. 
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On  a  peak  evening  there  arc  well  over  three  hundred  under- 
graduates studying  in  these  libraries,  and  many  more  books  are 
charged  out  for  use  elsewhere.  All  of  this  gives  some  relief  to  the 
main  library  and  has  been  welcomed  by  both  the  students  and 
the  faculty.  We  shall  continue  our  efforts  to  improve  these  li- 
braries and  to  keep  them  up  to  date. 

On  January  10,  1953,  the  Yale  Corporation  issued  a  directive 
to  the  effect  that  all  of  the  hbraries  of  the  University  should  come 
under  the  administrative  control  of  the  University  Librarian  and 
the  Provost  instructed  the  Librarian  to  proceed  to  carry  out  this 
directive  as  rapidly  as  was  feasible.  Actually,  this  was  not  a  new 
directive  but  rather  a  reaffirmation  of  an  old  one.  The  trend 
toward  centralization  had  begun  soon  after  the  end  of  World 
War  II  and  proceeded  slowly  until  the  appointment  of  J.  Gordon 
Kenefick  as  Assistant  Librarian  on  July  i,  1952,  wdth  primary  re- 
sponsibihty  for  the  school  and  departmental  libraries.  Three  years 
later  Mr.  Kenefick  was  reheved  of  most  of  his  other  responsi- 
bilities in  order  to  devote  more  time  to  this  work  and  I  am  happy 
to  report  that  for  all  practical  purposes  all  of  the  school  libraries 
and  the  major  departmental  libraries  have  now  acceded  to  the 
Corporation  directive  with  the  exception  of  the  Law  Library. 
One  other  exception  at  the  moment  is  Geology,  but  we  have 
been  asked  by  the  chairman  of  that  department  to  take  on  the 
job  of  cataloguing,  classifying,  and  integrating  the  various  li- 
braries in  geology  iii  anticipation  of  the  move  into  the  depart- 
ment's new  building. 

On  July  I,  1956,  the  hbrary  of  the  department  of  Chemistry- 
came  under  our  administrative  control  and  our  success  with  this 
library  was,  I  feel  quite  certain,  partially  responsible  for  breaking 
down  the  resistance  of  other  departments  on  the  hill.  The  Chem- 
istry hbrary  is  a  model  of  what  can  and  should  be  done  with  all 
active  departmental  Hbraries.  All  of  the  science  Hbraries  now 
work  very  closely  with  us  and  the  Physics  department  asked  us 
to  take  over  the  administrative  control  of  their  Hbrary  effective 
July  I  this  year. 

This  past  year  saw  a  drop,  for  the  first  time  in  a  number  of 
years,  in  the  amount  of  material  handled  for  the  school  and  de- 
partmental libraries.  This  was  due  primarily  to  the  fact  that  we 
were  not  engaged  in  any  large-scale  project  of  recataloguing  for 
any  of  these  Hbraries.  However,  much  remains  to  be  done. 
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At  the  present  time  the  main  library  catalogues  books  for  forty- 
two  different  libraries  at  Yale  and  the  Order  department  handles 
requisitions  for  many  more.  Until  very  recently  all  of  this  ad- 
ditional work  has  been  absorbed  by  the  Order,  Catalogue,  Col- 
lation, and  Shipping  departments  without  additional  help.  I  am 
very  grateful  to  these  departments  for  their  continued  coopera- 
tion in  moving  departmental  library  material  along  as  fast  as 
possible.  We  shall  never  be  able  to  order  and  process  books 
through  the  main  hbrary  as  rapidly  as  these  jobs  were  done  when 
each  individual  hbrary  ordered  its  own  books  directly  from  the 
pubhshers  or  sent  over  to  the  bookstores  to  pick  them  up.  We 
have  speeded  up  the  process,  however,  and  we  shall  continue  to 
make  every  effort  to  streamline  this  work.  I  feel  very  strongly 
that  the  advantages  of  central  ordering  and  processing  far  out- 
weigh the  inconvenience  caused  by  the  longer  time  it  sometimes 
takes  these  Hbraries  to  get  books  on  their  shelves.  I  also  feel  that 
the  libraries  which  we  have  taken  over  are  in  much  better  shape, 
and  will  be  kept  that  way,  than  they  were  when  they  were 
operating  independently. 

We  must  strengthen  our  book  selection  activities  by  improv- 
ing our  stafi,  encouraging  faculty  help,  and  increasing  our  avail- 
able funds.  This  is  particularly  true  in  the  non-Western  areas, 
such  as  Russia,  Eastern  Europe,  and  the  Far  East — areas  on  which 
it  is  becoming  more  important  daily  for  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States  to  be  informed  and  intelhgent  in  their  dealings  with  these 
billions  of  peoples. 

We  must,  as  soon  as  possible,  enlarge  and  improve  the  Art 
School  library  and  secure  additional  funds  for  its  support.  It  is 
the  weakest  branch  in  the  Hbrary  system  at  Yale.  We  strongly 
believe  that  we  should  secure  the  funds  to  build  a  central  science 
library,  not  only  to  give  the  scientists  at  Yale  Hbrary  service 
which  they  do  not  now  have,  but  also  to  alleviate  somewhat  our 
needs  for  additional  space  for  books  and  readers.  We  still  hope 
that  the  construction  of  the  two  new  colleges  with  better  Hbrary 
facihties,  and  then  the  further  physical  improvement  of  the  li- 
braries in  the  present  colleges,  will  go  a  long  way  toward  giving 
the  undergraduate  better  library  service,  as  weU  as  a  quiet  spot 
where  he  can  work  away  from  the  distractions  of  television,  the 
telephone,  hi-fi  sets,  and  friends. 

The  following  curatorial  appointments  were  made  during  the 
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year:  Genevieve  Bcnczct  Buttcrhcld,  B.A.,  Curator  of  Prints  in 
the  Lewis- Walpolc  Collection;  John  Kirkpatrick,  Curator  of  the 
Charles  E.  Ives  Collection,  School  of  Music.  The  following  ad- 
visers were  appointed:  Judah  Goldin,  D.H.L.,  in  Jewish  Litera- 
ture; George  Leslie  McKay,  B.A.,  in  the  Edwin  J.  Bcinecke 
Collection  of  Robert  Louis  Stevenson;  Walter  Lionel  Pforz- 
heimer,  LL.B.,  on  Special  Collections;  Gilbert  McCoy  TroxcU, 
B.A.,  in  Elizabethan  Literature;  Robin  William  Winks,  Ph.D., 
in  Canadian  Literature. 

The  associates  and  friends  of  Dr.  von  Fabcr  du  Faur  presented 
to  the  Library  a  fuie  portrait  of  Dr.  von  Faber  du  Faur  on  his 
seventieth  birthday.  It  hangs  in  the  German  Literature  Col- 
lection. 

Professor  Carl  F.  Schrciber,  Curator  of  the  William  A.  Speck 
Collection  of  Goetheana,  and  my  Freshman  adviser,  died  during 
the  year  after  a  long  illness.  Besides  his  knowledge  of  and  help 
to  the  Library  in  the  field  of  German  literature,  the  Library  is 
stronger  in  Edgar  Allen  Poe  material  through  his  collecting.  An 
endowed  fund  to  buy  books  for  the  Speck  Collection  has  been 
set  up  in  his  memory  and  I  hope  it  will  be  added  to  by  liis  many 
friends. 

We  have  lost  by  death  in  June  two  honorary  trustees  of  the 
Yale  Library  Associates,  Reeve  Schley,  '03,  and  Dr.  John  F. 
Fulton,  '29  Hon.  Mr.  Schley,  during  his  many  years  as  a  valued 
member  of  the  Yale  Corporation,  was  always  interested  in  the 
welfare  of  the  Library  and  frequently  dropped  in  on  the  Li- 
brarian to  discuss  Hbrary  problems  and  plans.  The  death  of  John 
Fulton  is  a  tremendous  loss  to  the  Medical  Library.  In  the 
early  days  of  the  planning  for  the  Medical  Historical  Library 
he  was  the  young  man  ^yho  kept  the  often  temperamental 
giants,  Cushing,  Klebs,  Streeter,  etc.,  on  the  rails  and  brought 
about  the  emergence  of  the  great  library  that  now  exists.  Through 
the  years  he  has  made  many  additions  to  it  of  valuable  books  and 
manuscripts  and  stimulated  others  to  do  the  same.  I  am  happy 
to  say  that  he  saw  the  realization  of  another  ambition,  the  setting 
up  of  a  department  of  the  History  of  Science  and  Medicine.  We 
all  must  "close  the  ranks"  and  keep  up  the  wonderful  work 
which  John  so  ably  fostered.  Yale  has  lost  one  of  the  stars  in  its 
firmament. 

The  most  important  pubhcation  of  the  year  was  The  Tinker 
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Library,  A  Bibliographical  Catalogue  of  the  Books  and  Manuscripts 
Collected  by  Chainicey  Brewster  Tinker,  Keeper  of  Rare  Books  in  the 
Yale  University  Library.  This  catalogue,  compiled  by  Robert  F. 
Metzdorf,  has  been  well  received  by  the  bibhographical  press 
and  for  the  first  time  makes  knowai  to  scholars  and  book  col- 
lectors the  importance  and  comprehensiveness  of  the  collection 
of  books  and  manuscripts  which  Professor  Tinker  acquired 
through  the  years,  always  with  the  best  interests  of  the  Yale 
Library  and  research  at  Yale  in  mind. 

Carl  Van  Vechten  was  eighty  years  young  on  June  17,  and 
that  evening,  at  a  small  dinner  in  New  York  given  by  Mr. 
Gallup,  we  presented  Carl  with  an  attractive  httle  pamphlet  en- 
titled Eighty  Writers  Whose  Books  and  Letters  Have  Been  Given 
over  the  Past  Twenty  Years  to  the  Yale  University  Library  by  Carl 
Van  Vechten,  Compiled  in  Honor  of  his  80th  Birthday,  17  June  ig6o. 

The  Librar)^  has  received  many  fme  gifts  of  books  and  manu- 
scripts during  the  year  from  its  friends.  I  will  mention  only  a 
few  of  the  most  outstanding:  the  working  papers  of  William 
Clark,  of  the  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition,  covering  the  first  part 
of  the  trip  West  up  to  the  Mandan  village;  one  thousand  separate 
items,  manuscripts,  maps,  books,  pamphlets,  broadsides,  prints, 
etc.,  all  relating  to  the  Mexican  War  and  making  Yale  a  center 
of  research  for  this  period;  an  exciting  group  of  rare  printed  and 
manuscript  material  to  fill  in  gaps  and  enrich  our  collection  of 
Western  Americana,  all  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Yale  Library 
Associates,  Frederick  W.  Beinecke,  '09  S.;  a  group  of  fifty-three 
important  and  expensive  books  and  nine  outstanding  manuscripts 
selected  from  the  Rabinowitz  hbrary,  the  gift  of  many  Associates 
through  special  donations.  They  will  be  described  in  detail  in 
the  Yale  University  Library  Gazette  for  July,  i960. 

The  Library  Associates  have  agam  come  to  our  support  in  a 
substantial  manner.  Besides  many  important  books  and  manu- 
scripts, the  cash  contributions  during  the  year  totaled  over 
$190,000;  much  of  this  was  to  help  us  acquire  the  books  and 
manuscripts  from  the  Rabinowitz  hbrary. 

Our  endowment  continues  to  grow,  I  am  happy  to  say,  but 
we  need  much  more  to  offset  inflation  and  to  assure  the  future 
of  this  institution.  I  hst  the  new  funds  and  additions  to  old  ones.

All  departments  in  the  main  library  are  bearing  ever-increasing 
work  loads.  This  follows  naturally  from  circumstances  arising 
outside  the  Library.  The  rising  enrollment  is  of  course  a  primary 
cause.  No  rehef  from  that  is  in  sight  either  in  Yale  College  or  in 
the  graduate  and  professional  schools.  In  the  coming  year  an 
additional  load  may  be  expected  because  of  an  attrition  rate 
among  Freshmen  considerably  lower  than  anticipated.  That  fact 
is  symptomatic  of  a  basic  change  in  the  character  of  the  Yale 
undergraduate  body.  Today's  undergraduate  has  survived  stiff 
competition  for  admission;  he  works  harder  and  reads  more.  An 
increasing  number  of  faculty  members  are  giving  assignments 
calling  for  the  kind  of  research  possible  only  in  the  main  library. 

All  of  us  in  the  Library  are  working  hard  to  handle  this  in- 
creased work  load,  and  I  wish  to  end  this  report  with  the  state- 
ment that,  as  a  whole,  there  is  a  no  more  loyal  and  dedicated 
group  at  Yale  than  the  Hbrarians.

I  give  and  bequeath  to  Yale  University,  a  corporation  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  a  charter  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Colony  and  State  of 

Connecticut,  and  located  in  the  Town  of  New  Haven  in  said  State, 

Dollars,  to  be  used  {or,  the  income 

to  be  used)  at  the  discretion  of  the  Corporation  of  said  University. 

{SPECIFIC) 
I  give  and  bequeath  to  Yale  University,  a  corporation  existing  under  and  by 
virtue  of  a  charter  granted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Colony  and  State  of 

Connecticut,  and  located  in  the  Town  of  New  Haven  in  said  State, 

Dollars,  to  be  used  {or,  the  income 

to  be  used)  for  the  following  purposes: 

{Here  specify  the  purposes  for  which  the  bequest — or  the  income  therefrom — 15  to  be 

used.) 

(It  is  strongly  recommended  that  a  competent  lawyer  be  employed  to  prepare  the 
will  and  to  supervise  its  execution  in  order  to  comply  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  law 
of  the  state  in  which  the  maker  of  the  will  resides.  It  is  also  wise  to  give  the  University 
considerable  latitude  in  the  use  of  any  fund  so  that  a  change  of  circumstances  may  not 
impair  the  usefulness  of  the  gift.  The  Treasurer  of  the  University  will  be  glad  upon  request 
to  review  the  phrasing  of  any  proposed  form  of  bequest.)
